Commodore Lin, who was 
In command of the vessel, anticipated 
official condemnation by committing 
suicide, 


Wei-Hai-Wei is the great arsenal of 


China, and it is presumed the Chen 
Yuen went there recently from Port 
Arthur, where she had been with the 
rest of the Chinese vessels that sur- 
vived the battle of the Yalu. 


Wei-Hai-Wei harbor is directly across 


the bay of Corea from Talien-Wan, dis- 
tant one hundred and fifty miles, and 
it is significant that the Japanese 
Admiral Ito telegraphed to his gov- 
ernment, under date of the 18th, from 
Talien-W&n, stating that the principal 
Chinese fleet, with four gruns, was 
lying inside the harbor at Wei-Hai- 
Wei, 
and that although for two days 


the Japanese fleet had made every 
effort to induce the Chinese vessels to 
come out, their attempts have proven 
futile. The admiral appears, then, to 
have returned to Talien-Wan. 


The Chen Yuen possibly came out to 


attack the Japanese fleet, when she 
xmched one of the submarine mines, 
which the Chinese themselves had 
jlaced in the harbor as a means of de- 
'ense. With the loss of the Chen Yuen, 
China becomes practically powerless 
on the sea.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 22.—I a accord- 


ance with a suggestion of Japan the 
state department has notified Minister 
Dun, 
at Tokio, and Mr. Dcnby, at 


Pekin, to transmit such direct offer as 
China may wish to make to Japan. As 
the cable directions were sent Tuesday, 
sufficient time has not yet elapsed to 
determine whether China will consent 
to make an offer direct and definite, as 
Japan insists must be done. 


An Associated Press cable from Ja- 


pan states that China has intimated her 
willingness to pay an indemnity of 
100.000,000 taels, and in addition par all 
the war expenses • incurred by Japan. 
As tie war expenses reach 150.000,000 
taels the total offer of China would be 
250.000.000 tapis. The tael is a Chinese 
silver coin worth about seventy-fire 
cents at the present exchange, so that 
the whole payment would be approxi- 
mately SI 75.000.000 American. 
The 


amount is regarded here ;is quite 
large, and it is believed arrangements 
between the two nations could be ef- 
fected on terms providing- for a smaller 
war indemnity. Diplomats here say

"WAPOTXGTOX, Nov. 23.—The treasury 


department lost §50,000 in gold paid 
out to Chas. Waite & Co., at the New 
York subtreasury. This reduces the 
gold reserve to 557,092,000, and the gen- 
eral balance to §100,411,000. 


The treasurer of the United States, 


Hon. 
D. N. Morgan, has submitted to 


Secretary Carlisle his annual report. 
He states that the lowest point touched 
by the reserve was 552,191,500 in Au- 
gust. 
1S04. 
Prior 
to 
July, 1392, 


the gold reserve was but little af- 
fected by withdrawals of coin, fhere 
never having been any considerable de- 
mand for the redemption of notes. 
Then, when gold exports were heavy, 
the metal was furnished by bankers 
from their vaults, or was obtained 
from the treasury for gold certificates, 
of course without impairment to the 
reserve. During the last two years, 
however, the treasury has been called 
upon to furnish nearly the whole of 
the requirements'for exportation, and 
there have recently been considerable 
withdrawals for other USP.S. 


With reference to the retirement of 


treasury notes the treasurer says that, 
prior to August, 1S93, the treasury had 
been able to provide for the redemp- 
tion of treasury notes in silver dollars 
out of the holdings of free silver, so 
that there had not been, up to that 
time, any impairment of the total 
amount of silver fund accumulated un- 
der the act. 


On the third of that month, how- 


ever, the silver dollars and bullion in 
the treasury had become reduced to 
the amount required by law to be re- 
tained for the payment of outstanding- 
treasury notes and certificates, and the 
demand for the redemption of notes 
continuing, owing to the scarcity of 
small denominations of currency, it 
became necessary to draw upon the 
dollars coined especially for that pur- 
pose. 


The silver fund being thus impaired, 


the notes so redeemed were canceled 
in order to preserve the required equal- 
ity between the silver in the treasury 
and the notes outstanding. The total 
amount of the notes retained in this 
way up to October 31, was £4.790,434. 


The amount of the new issues of 


United States paper currency' put into 
circulation during the year was $350,- 
9.19.190, having been exceeded but once, 
in 1S92. 


The amount of worn and mutilated 


notes redeemed was 5319,002,390- This 
also has been exceeded but once, in 
1S93. 


The total paper circulation reached 


its highest point in May last, when it 
stood atr Sl,17"),000.000. 
Since "then 


there has been a slight contraction, 
caused chiefly by the gradual redemp- 
tion and retirement of gold certificates, 
the issue of which was suspended, as 
the law requires, when the gold re- 
serve of the treasury fell below S100,- 
000.000. 


Notwithstanding a change in the 


regulations, whereby senders of na- 
tional bank notes for redemption were 
required to bear the charges of trans- 
portation, the redemptions were the 
heaviest than since 1SSG.

5105,000,000, or more than half of the 
average circulation.
